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Twenty-Seventh  Annual  Report 

Of  the  New  York  Ladies'  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the 
M.  E.  Church ,  and  the  Twenty-first  of  its  labors  at  the  Five 
Points. 

ANOTHER  year  of  work  done,  of  blessings  received,  calls 
for  renewed  acknowledgments  to  the  Giver  of  all  good. 
It  has  been  a  peaceful,  prosperous  year,  witnessing  the  usual 
routine  of  work  done  in  behalf  of  the  souls  and  the  bodies  of 
the  poor  of  the  Five  Points. 

The  power  to  receive  for  a  season  in  the  Mission  building 
worthy  families,  who,  under  some  great  stress  of  circum- 
stances, are  homeless  and  destitute,  sometimes  leads  to  im- 
portant results.  It  gives  a  foothold  until  a  permanent 
standing  place  can  be  reached.  The  missionary  tells  an 
interesting  story  of  a  stranger  who  came  to  the  office  last 
fall  to  seek  for  employment.  His  family  and  luggage  were 
still  at  Castle  Garden,  where  they  had  landed  ;  his  money 
was  gone,  and  he  was  in  deep  distress.  He  was  a  baker,  and 
a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church.  Rooms  were  given, 
temporary  relief  afforded  to  him  and  his  family,  work  was 
obtained  for  him,  and  his  children  were  placed  in  the  Mission 
schools.  In  April  an  application  came  from  a  gentleman  in 
Connecticut  for  a  family  to  work  in  his  factory.  He  had 
previously  sent  for  a  widow  and  five  children  from  the  Mis- 
sion, who  had  done  so  well  for  him  and  lor  themselves  that 
he  wanted  another  such  a  family.  So  the  place  was  provided, 
and  the  family  soon  settled  in  their  new  country  home,  where 
we  hear  of  the  father  inviting  the  young  people  to  a  Bible  class 
in  his  room,  as  there  was  no  Sunday  school  near,  and  the 
girls  spending  Sunday  afternoon  out  on  the  hills  talking  of 
their  dear  teacher  at  the  Mission,  and  singing  the  sweet 
hymns  with  which  they  had  there  become  familiar.  We 
trust  the  religious  impressions  they  there  received  will  prove 
abiding. 
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Encouraging  reports  reach  us  from  the  Library  and  Head- 
ing Room,  where  from  thirty  to  sixty  young  men  spend 
their  evenings  in  reading  the  papers  and  the  books  they 
select  from  the  carefully  prepared  catalogue.  At  the  sug- 
gestion of  one  of  the  ladies  who  thought  that  the  light  and 
warmth  within  would  be  attractive  to  those  without,  the 
windows  of  the  Reading  Room  were  left  open,  but  the  dark- 
ness hated  the  light,  and  stones  thrown  into  the  window 
rendered  it  unsafe  to  expose  the  lighted  interior  to  missiles 
from  an  unknown  hand.  A  great  point  has  been  gained  in 
establishing  quiet  and  order  in  the  large  company  in  the  Read- 
ing Room.  These  young  men  have  their  peculiarities  ;  they 
prefer  giving  assumed  names  to  their  own,  and  the  familiar 
names  of  noted  politicians  of  the  city  are  adopted  without 
any  scruple.  One  young  man  asked  for  books  for  two  or 
three  months  under  the  name  of  Peter  B.  Sweeny.  Among 
the  regular  attendants  are  some  excellent  Christian  young 
men,  trained  in  the  Mission  school,  and  they  afford  valuable 
aid  to  the  librarian,  Mr.  Campbell,  in  giving  out  the  books, 
enabling  him  to  keep  his  eyes  upon  the  readers,  and  afford- 
ing him,  he  says,  an  illustration  of  the  text  "  I  will  guide 
thee  with  mine  eye."  Gifts  of  books  and  pamphlets  for 
the  Library  will  be  most  thankfully  received,  and  will  add 
to  the  usefulness  of  this  department  of  missionary  work. 

The  schools  have  been  largely  attended  during  the  past 
year.  Mrs.  Van  Aiken,  the  principal  of  the  day  school, 
reports  the  average  daily  attendance  four  hundred  and  thirty- 
five,  with  another  average  of  sixteen  under  four  years  of  age. 
Eleven  hundred  and  ninety  children  have  been  taught  in  the 
school  during  the  year,  and  the  beautiful  order  and  discipline 
so  firmly  established  reflect  great  credit  upon  the  teachers. 
It  was  interesting  to  see  at  the  reception  on  the  twentieth  of 
April  how  silent  and  immovable  the  four  hundred  children 
sat,  while  a  class  of  eighteen  or  twenty  were  examined  in 
reading,  spelling,  geography  and  arithmetic,  and  how  exact 
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and  harmonious  were  their  exercises  in  calisthenics,  and  in 
their  service  of  song.  Bright  faces,  happy  children  !  They 
did  not  seem  akin  to  the  dwellers  in  the  degraded  homes  from 
which  so  many  of  them  had  come.  A  large  proportion  of 
them  are  dark-eyed  Italian  children,  who  are  here  learning 
to  be  intelligent  citizens  instead  of  wandering  beggars  and  mu- 
sicians. A  number  of  certificates  and  premiums  were  given 
out — two  for  perfect  lessons  and  deportment  for  six  months, 
several  for  not  having  missed  three  questions  during  the  year. 
When  the  school  closed  for  the  summer  vacation  on  the  22d  of 
July,  two  boys,  eleven  and  twelve  years  of  age,  received  each 
a  bright  golden  quarter  eagle,  with  blue  ribbon  attached, 
Called  the  Shaffer  Testimonial,  for  proficiency  in  arithmetic. 
It  is  pleasing  to  observe  such  perseverance  in  well-doing,  prov- 
ing as  it  does  that  character  is  here  built  up  day  by  day. 

The  Sunday  school  has  been  largely  attended  during  the 
year,  the  children  crowding  the  spacious  room,  which,  though 
greatly  enlarged  two  years  ago,  is  found  to  be  too  small  for 
the  number  thronging  it  in  every  part. 

These  children  have  quick  perceptions  and  warm  hearts,  and 
they  are  not  unworthy  of  the  confidence  placed  in  them  by 
their  teachers.  All  their  happy  moments  come  to  them 
through  the  Mission  school,  and  kind  hearts  and  willing 
hands  occasionally  prepare  for  them  a  little  festival  or  excur- 
sion, enjoyed  with  a  zest  unknown  to  more  prosperous  children. 
One  is  reminded  by  some  of  these  of  the  feasts  recommended 
in  the  New  Testament.  For  instance  the  excursion  to  Central 
Park,  arranged  for  them  one  summer  afternoon  ;  the  sight  of 
the  animals,  the  run  over  the  soft,  green  grass,  so  grateful  to 
eye  and  touch,  the  sail  on  the  lake,  their  sweet  songs  keeping 
time  with  the  stroke  of  the  oar — all  this  was  a  bit  of  fairy  land 
to  a  childhood  of  so  few  pleasures.  Then  the  evening  of  the 
Fourth  of  July  spent  on  the  roof  of  the  Mission  House,  enjoy- 
ing the  display  of  fireworks,  and  singing  patriotic  songs. 
One  kind  friend  makes  a  winter  evening  marvelous  to  child-

ish  eyes  by  the  varied  scenes,  historic,  Scriptural,  poetic,  of  the 
magic  lantern.  Thanksgiving  Day  comes  with  its  substan- 
tial gifts,  and  Christmas  was  this  year  made  especially  mem- 
orable. 

All  nationalities  are  represented  in  the  school.  A  young 
Armenian  was  there  studying  patiently  the  English  language, 
that  he  might  learn  more  of  Christianity  and  of  business. 
Converted  in  his  own  country  by  the  labors  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Schneider,  and  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  his 
eyes  sparkled  at  the  name  of  Jesus  whom  he  had  learned  to 
love. 

The  open  air  services  were  attended  throughout  the  summer 
by  the  usual  promiscuous  crowd.  It  was  curious  to  watch  the 
assemblage,  a  portion  of  which  remained  stationary,  with  a 
shifting  fringe,  some  pausing  to  hear  only  a  few  words  of  the 
preacher's  message,  while  others  remained  intent  until  the 
close.  Here  a  man  with  a  sick  child  asleep  in  his  arms,  and 
there  two  lads,  who,  having  heard  the  word,  speak  one  to  the 
other,  "  Do  you  intend  to  let  the  Redeemer  come  into  your 
heart  ?"  "  No,"  and  with  this  answer  so  repeatedly  given  in 
word  or  deed,  they  saunter  away.  Here  women  weeping,  and 
there  an  aged  man,  with  fixed  despairing  face — such  may  be 
seen  in  the  congregation  in  Paradise  Square.  The  seed  is 
sown  by  all  waters,  knowing  not  which  may  prosper. 

One  gift  to  the  Mission  was  unique  in  its  character,  com- 
posed as  it  was  of  more  than  a  thousand  garments,  sent  from 
twenty-eight  states  and  territories,  to  compete  for  the  premi- 
ums offered  by  Orange  J udd,  Esq.,  for  the  best  specimen  of 
patching  and  darning. 

The  Sewing  school,  organized  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
has  been  well  attended,  and  the  ladies  who  have  given  their 
time  to  the  enterprise,  have  felt  well  repaid  by  the  attention 
and  improvement  of  the  children,  and  their  eagerness  to  be 
taught  to  make  their  own  garments. 

A  legacy  of  five  thousand  dollars  has  been  left  to  the  Mis- 
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sion  by  Mrs  Varnum,  whose  husband  made  a  similar  bequest 
a  few  years  ago.  By  personal  inquiries  and  visits  they  had 
satisfied  themselves  of  the  worthiness  of  this  Christian  charity. 

There  has  been  a  satisfactory  attendance  on  the  religious 
services.  A  goodly  number  come  up  to  the  class  meeting  and 
the  prayer  meetings,  and  give  evidence  in  their  life  of  the 
sincerity  of  their  professions. 

The  following  statistics  do  not  include  coal  nor  medicine, 
which  are  very  considerable  items  :  5,197  pieces  of  clothing, 
including  pairs  of  shoes  and  bed  quilts,  have  been  distributed 
from  the  wardrobes,  and  1,293  through  the  office,  making  a 
total  of  6,490  ;  122,113  rations  of  food  have  been  given  to 
the  needy  ;  4  infants  have  been  adopted  ;  66  children  have 
been  provided  with  homes  ;  and  119  adults  have  been  sent 
to  places  of  employment. 

We  trust  that  this  exhibit  of  the  leading  features  of  our 
work  may  convince  the  friends  of  the  Mission  of  the  necessity 
of  enlarged  liberality,  that  it  may  be  sustained  in  its  efforts  to 
help  those  who  are  ready  to  perish,  and  to  train  up  the  hun- 
dreds of  children  in  its  care  in  the  paths  of  virtue.  Bless- 
ings are  invoked  upon  it  by  very  many  who  owe  to  its  teach- 
ings their  lives  of  honor  and  usefulness.  Our  aim  is  greatly 
to  add  to  the  number  of  such  rescued  ones.  The  material  is 
all  around  us  and  awaits  the  moulding  hand.

Industrial  School. 


In  the  latter  part  of  the  winter  the  Ladies  reorganized  the 
Industrial  School.  The  Secretary's  Report,  given  below, 
shows  that  an  encouraging  progress  was  made  in  this  feature 
of  our  work.  It  will  be  resumed  in  the  fall,  soon  after  the 
close  of  the  school  vacation.  Its  operations  commenced  in 
February,  1871,  and  closed  the  following  May  : — 

SEOEETAET'S  EEPOET. 

THE  Roll  Book  of  the  Industrial  School  records  the  names 
of  one  hundred  and  nineteen  children,  ranging  in  age 
from  six  to  sixteen  years.  The  average*  attendance  upon  the 
school  has  been  fifty-eight  scholars.  The  teachers  realize 
that  the  attendance  would  be  larger,  did  the  school  hold  its 
sessions  on  another  day  of  the  week  than  Saturday,  since 
upon  this  day  no  Hebrew  children  can  attend,  and  it  is  fur- 
thermore the  one  day  of  the  week  when  the  families  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  mission  scrub  and  clean  offices  and  public 
buildings,  in  which  work  the  children  assist  their  parents. 

Forty-eight  garments  have  been  prepared  by  the  ladies  of 
the  cutting  committee.  Twenty-six  garments  have  been  dis- 
tributed to  such  children  as  had  proved  their  fitness  to  sew 
them,  by  previously  making  "  models"  under  the  direction  of 
their  teachers. 

The  Treasurer  reports  the  receipt  from  Mr.  F.  G-.  Smith  of 
funds  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Sewing  School 
during  the  past  winter  and  spring,  for  which  amount  the  offi- 
cers and  teachers  of  the  school  beg  leave  to  offer  to  him  their 
sincere  thanks.

AN  ACT 


To  incorporate  the  New  York  Ladies'  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Passed  March  20,  1856. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York  represented  in  the  Senate  and 
Assembly  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  Mrs.  Caroline  R.  Deuel,  Mrs.  Phoebe  Palmer,  Mrs.  Helen  M. 
Carlton,  Mrs.  Julia  M.  Oli'n,  Mrs.  Jane  E.  Baker,  Mrs.  Harriet 
Skidmore,  and  Mrs.  L.  A.  Holdich,  and  such  other  persons  as  are 
now  associated,  or  may  hereafter  associate  with  them  and  their 
successors,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of 
"The  New  York  Ladies'  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Method- 
ist Episcopal  Church." 

§  2.  The  objects  of  said  Society  are  to  support  one  or  more 
missionaries  to  labor  among  the  poor  of  the  City  of  New  York,  es- 
pecially in  the  locality  known  as  the  "  Five  Points ;"  to  provide 
food,  clothing,  and  other  necessaries  for  such  poor  ;  to  educate  poor 
children,  and  provide  for  their  comfort  and  welfare ;  and  for  that 
purpose  to  maintain  a  school  at  the  Five  Points,  in  said  city,  and  to 
perform  kindred  acts  of  charity  and  benevolence. 

§  3.  The  same  corporation  may  purchase  and  hold  real  and  per- 
sonal estate,  and  may  take  and  hold  the  same  by  devise  or  bequest ; 
but  the  amount  of  real  estate  which  the  said  corporation  may  at  any 
one  time  hold  shall  not  exceed  in  value  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  the  annual  income  of  its  personal  estate  shall  not  exceed 
twenty  thousand  dollars. 

§  4.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  adopt  a  constitution, 
and  to  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  Con- 
stitution or  laws  of  this  state,  for  the  government  of  the  Society, 
the  management  of  its  affairs,  the  election  of  its  officers  and  man- 
agers, and  the  safe  keeping  and  disposition  of  its  property  and  funds  ; 
its  managers  and  officers  may  be  females,  married  or  unmarried  ; 
and  all  deeds  and  contracts  of  the  corporation  shall  be  signed,  and 
the  corporate  seal  affixed,  and  verified  by  the  Directress  acting  as 
president  of  the  Society,  and  by  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers  and  be 
subject  to  the  general  restrictions  and  regulations  contained  in  the 
eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this 
state. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CO^STIT.UTIO^. 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  14  New  York  Ladies'  Home 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church." 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  object  of  this  Society  is,  to  raise  funds  to  support  one  or  more 
missionaries  for  this  city,  who  shall  be  appointed  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  The  amount  of  salary  shall  be  determined  by  the  officers 
and  managers  of  the  Board,  and  shall  be  remitted  monthly. 

ARTICLE  in. 

The  funds  collected  by  the  Society  shall  be  appropriated,  as  far 
as  may  be  necessary,  to  the  payment  of  the  allowance  of  the 
missionary  or  missionaries,  and  the  surplus  funds  reserved  for  objects 
of  benevolence,  and  for  such  other  purposes  as  shall  best  subserve 
the  great  missionary  work  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Any  person,  by  the  payment  of  one  dollar,  or  more,  annually, 
shall  be  a  member  of  this  Society  ;  and  the  payment  often  dollars 
at  any  one  time  shall  constitute  a  member  for  life. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  business  of  this  society  shall  be  conducted  by  a  First,  Second, 
Third  and  Fourth  Directress,  Treasurer,  Recording  and  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  and  fifty  or  more  Managers,  selected  from  the  differ- 
ent Methodist  churches  in  the  city,  who  shall  be  elected  annually 
by  the  Society. 

The  wives  of  all  itinerant  ministers  in  New  York  shall  beex-ojficio 
members  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Seven  members,  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and 
fifteen  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Board  shall  have  power  to  make  its  own  by-laws,  and  fill 
vacancies  that  may  occur  during  the  interval  of  its  annual  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

At  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  or  of  the  Society,  the  First  Direct- 
ress, or,  in  her  absence,  the  Second,  Third,  or  Fourth  Directress,  or, 
in  the  absence  of  all,  such  member  as  shall  be  chosen  for  that  pur- 
pose, shall  preside. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  April ;  the  place  and  hour  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Constitution  may  be  altered  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society,  or  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose ;  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  consenting  to  the  proposed  alteration. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

A  majority  of  the  officers  of  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings,  if  necessary. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

A  wardrobe  and  sohool  committee  shall  be  elected  annually  from 
he  members  of  the  Board. 


BY-LAWS. 


Art.  I. — The  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held 
monthly,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  appoint. 

Art.  II. — 1.  All  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  opened  with  the 
reading  of  the  Scripture  or  prayer. 

2.  Reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting, 
calling  the  roll,  and  receiving  moneys  from  Managers. 

3.  Treasurer's  Report. 

4.  Reports  of  committees,  or  unfinished  business. 

5.  Miscellaneous  business. 

6.  Reports  of  Missionaries. 
To  adjourn  with  singing. 

Art.  III. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  presiding  to  call  the 
meeting  to  order  at  the  appointed  hour  of  business,  preserve  good 
order,  state  all  questions,  and,  in  case  of  an  equal  division,  give  the 
casting  vote. 

Art.  IV. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Directress,  as  far  as  practi- 
cable, to  visit  in  turn,  weekly,  the  different  missions  under  the  charge 
of  the  Society ;  take  a  general  supervision  of  their  interests,  and  from 
time  to  time,  report  the  success  of  the  work. 

Art.  V. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  pay  such  orders 
as  are  signed  by  the  Directress,  and  such  expenses  as  the  Board  shall 
direct ;  keep  a  regular  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
the  Society,  and  report  the  state  of  the  funds  at  the  regular  meetings 
of  the  Board.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the  accounts  shall  be  audited  by 
two  members  of  the  Board,  who  shall  be  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

Art.  VI. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  keep 
correct  minutes  of  all  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and  Board  ;  to  keep 
a  register  of  subscribers  and  donors  ;  to  receive  all  moneys  from  the 
Managers  and  Missionaries  ;  pass  them  over  to  the  Treasurer,  who 
shall  give  receipt  for  the  same  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose. 

Art.  VII. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to 
notify  Managers  of  their  election,  and  of  all  the  meetings  of  the 
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Board  ;  to  prepare  the  Annual  report  of  the  Society,  and  to  conduct 
the  correspondence.  She  shall  also  furnish  each  Manager  with  a 
subscription  book,  at  the  expense  of  the  Society,  with  the  following 
recommendation  written  on  the  first  page  of  each  book  : 

n  This  is  to  certify  that  A  Bis  a  Manager  in  the  New  York  Ladies' 
Home  Missionary  Society,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  solicit  and 
receive  subscriptions  and  donations  for  the  same ;"  which  shall  be 
signed  by  each  of  the  officers  of  the  Board. 

Art.  VIII. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Managers  to  attend  all 
meetings  of  the  Society  and  Board,  collect  and  receive  subscriptions 
and  donations,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary,  at  the 
monthly  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  preserve,  in  books,  the  names 
of  the  subscribers  and  donors,  and  the  amounts  received. 

Art.  IX. — In  addition  to  his  ministerial  duties,  the  Missionary 
shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  Board,  give  a  report  of 
his  labors  during  the  month,  account  for  all  moneys  received,  and  all 
disbursements.  He  shall  also  keep  a  journal  of  his  labors,  and,  at  the 
expiration  of  each  quarter,  shall  furnish  a  written  report  for  publica- 
tion.   The  journal  to  be  the  property  of  the  Society. 

Art.  X. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardrobe  Committee  to  re- 
ceive and  distribute  articles  of  clothing  and  bedding,  to  keep  a  register 
of  the  disbursements,  and  the  names  and  residences  of  the  recipients, 
and  report  monthly,  if  required,  to  the  Board. 

Art.  XI. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  School  Committee  to  supply 
teachers,  books,  &c,  for  the  day-schools,  and  to  give  a  monthly  re- 
port of  their  interest  to  the  Board. 

Art.  XII. — The  Board  shall  have  power  to  elect  annually  a  certain 
number  of  gentlemen,  who  shall  act  as  an  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  XIII. — No  Lady  shall  leave  her  seat  or  engage  in  unneces- 
sary conversation  during  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Art.  XIV. — The  Board  shall  elect  annually  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  consist  of  seven  ladies,  chosen  from  the  officers  and 
managers  of  the  Society.
